945, I was scheduled 
to start a portrait of Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
in Warm Springs, Georgia. I had painted the 
President two years before in his navy cape. The 
portrait received very kind comments then. Now 
I was to paint another one that was to be different 
and, I hoped, better than the first. I felt completely 
at a loss, for I had no conception of what the new 
portrait was to be like. To ask for a blessing be- 
fore starting any painting has always been my 
habit. As I turned to the DaILy Worp that morn- 
ing seeking a blessing I found it in the last sen- 
tence of the lesson: “By knowing God as our in- 
stant and unfailing help we can receive any idea.” 
With this thought in my mind I had no worry as 
to the work before me, but confidently collected 
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myself and began planning the portrait and do- 
ing the preliminary sketches 

By the following day the actual portrait was 
in its more advanced stage, and in my mind it was 
planned and completed. Everyone who paints 
knows that you have to see your work beautifully 
finished long before the final touches are added. 
That day the DaiLy Worn lesson inspired me with 
these words: “I use every talent I possess to the 
glory of God and to the honor of man.” 

The next day was another beautiful, sunshiny 
morning, and little did I know when I read, “If 
circumstances asound me look foreboding, if 
events seem about to follow a course that would 
be disastrous to my best interests, I shall have no 
fear,” that I was to be a witness, while painting, 
to a tragic event of major importance in history. 

The shock, the confusion caused by the Presi- 
dent’s passing seemed almost more than I could 
bear. I have always made an effort to eliminate 
fear of anything from my mind. I learned early in 
life what the consequences of fear are. Still deep 
in my heart I always had dreaded publicity and 
everything connected with it. My work had de- 
veloped quietly under cover of complete privacy. 
But here suddenly I was brought into the limelight. 
The thing I feared had come upon me.

fully we see that no matter how critical the 
situation, the divine illumination that came in re- 
sponse to prayer enabled those who prayed to come 
through their trials triumphantly. 

These stories are of greater value to us as sym- 
bols of spiritual truth than as historical records; 
they are proof that we are not to judge by ap- 
pearances or rely too greatly upon our human self 
when we face an alarming or puzzling situation. 
God is the controlling factor in it, and we should 
look to Him, the light, and not to the darkness. 

We are only human when we are troubled by 
doubts and fears; but no problem is ever solved 
by our being fearful about it or doubting that 
there is a solution to it. The victory is always to 
the man who resolutely puts aside his human fears 
and relies upon the guidance of God.
